Dahlias 


The  attention  devoted  to  the  Hybridisation  and  general  culture  of  Dahlias  during  the 
past  few  years  has  resulted  in  the  introduction  of  many  new  sorts  which  are  veritable 
revelations   in  the  way  of  color  and  form.

CULTURE.  Dahlias  are  strong  vigor- 
ous growers  and  require  a  rich  soil  with 
abundant  supplies  of  water  during  dry 
weather;  they  should  be  planted  at  least 
three  feet  apart  and  as  soon  as  planted 
be  provided  with  a  strong  stake  not  less 
than  six  feet  long  driven  firmly  in  the 
ground  close  to  the  plant;  as  the  shoots 
grow  they  should  be  carefully  tied  to  the 
stake,  this  will  prevent  ihem  from  break- 
ing and  will  give  the  plant  a  neat  appearance.  Under  no  circumstance  allow  them  to  flag  for 
want  of  water  during  dry  weather  as  the  penalty  will  be  small  and  deformed  flowers,  a  parody 
on  their  beauty  and  affording  no  satisfaction  to  the  cultivator.

Salmon  suffused  with  yellow  at 
the  center,  a  perfect  representative  of  the  cactus  type; 
the  petals  are  evenly  arranged  and  well  quilled. 

Kobt.  Cannell.  Sometimes  spoken  of  as  the  blue  cac- 
tus dahlia  as  the  color  is  a  peculiar  shade  of  rich  magenta 
with  a  decided  tinge  of  blue  at  the  tips  of  the  petals. 

SonnencactUS.  This  superb  sort  should  be  included 
in  every  collection,  large  or  small,  for  it  is  absolutely  the 
acme  of  perfection  in  a  yellow  cactus  dahlia;  the  blooms 
are  of  enormous  size,  beautiful  pure  yellow  and  borne 
erect  on  long  stiff  stems.

CULTURE.  To  obtain  large  flowers  disbudding  must  be  resorted  to;  it  matters  not  how  fine 
the  variety  may  be,  if  not  so  treated  small  flowers  will  invariably  be  the  result.  Disbudding  may 
be  commenced  as  soon  as  the  buds  show  a  reasonable  size,  usually  during  the  month  of  September, 
though  different  varieties  bud  and  mature  at  different  dates;  it  consists  in  picking  off  the  lateral  or 
side  buds  from  the  flower  stems  and  allowing  only  the  terminal  bud  to  remain;  this  receives  the  en- 
tire strength  of  the  stem  after  the  laterals  are  removed  and  large  flowers  are  the  result.  Manure 
water  may  be  given  with  advantage  up  to  the  time  the  flowers  begin  to  expand.
